SUBJECT: SECRETARY'S MEETING WITH CHADIAN VICE PRESIDENT 

1 . JULY 14, CHADIAN VICE PRESIDENT DJIME CALLED ON THE 
SECRETARY TO PRESENT A REQUEST FOR MILITARY ASSISTANCE AND 
TO DESCRIBE THE MILITARY SITUATION IN CHAD. THE SECRETARY 
SAID WE WOULD CONSIDER THE CHADIAN REQUEST CAREFULLY AND 
SYMPATHETICALLY BUT COULD MAKE NO COMMITMENTS AT THIS TIME. 

2. DESCRIBING THE MILITARY SITUATION IN CHAD, DJIME SAID 
THAT THE CHADIAN GOVERNMENT HAS LOST CONTROL OVER THE 
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;IBESTI AREA IN NORTHWEST CHAD TO LIBYAN-BACKED TOUBOU 
REBELS. DJIME CHARACTERIZED THE OPPOSITION AS ' IMPERIAL- 
IST AGGRESSION" DIRECTED AGAINST CHAD, INSPIRED BY 
QUADHAFI WHO IS UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE SOVIET UNION. 

HE SAID THE SOVIETS' LONG RUN OBJECTIVE IS TO "PENETRATE"
